"To curl), if possible, the arbi- 
trary increases levied by t;;e 
state tax cummission/' seven 
county jud,q:es and other officials 
met in the cfilce <>f County (ii'l.^c 
i'l. H. Doak, and following a con- 
ference lasting several hours, de - 
cided to unite acrahi^^L the com- 
mission in a te.-t ol the comnrs- 
sion's authority, takmg the tight 
to the courts, if necessary. 

Six counties were renrt. anted 
in addition to Fayette, a'l being 
from central Xentucky, where, -it 
is alleged, the "arbitrary" posi- 
tion (jf ti:e lax commission ha-^ 
been felt most keenly. 

All of the officials at tlie meet- 
ing voted to resist the commis- 
sion in a legal fight if this be- 
comes necessary, oppose vigor- 
ously the action of the conimi;- 



commission's actions during the 
recent years have been tnauy, 
most have been individual cases, 
the meeting of yesterday being 
the first eltort ever made to com- 
liine the counties and carry the 
hght against the commission in- 
to the courts.

If the commis- 
sion has to send a staff of ex- 
i)erts to Fayette to make a new 
assessment, it will be composed 
of men who are not afraid of 
this sentiment that you ta'k 
about and who will get a better 
assessment than your board has 
been able to make."

Ky., May 18 — Th.e 
term "lesal tender" is applied \o 
any money that is legally tcn- 
dcrable in payment of debts, un- 
less the contract calls for pay- 
ment in some specified kind of 
money. accordin,q- to a definition 
and table carried in the current 
bulletin of the Kentucky Bank- 
ers' Association. 

The various kinds of money 
used in the United States and 
their respective legal tender 
qualities are given as follows : 

Gold coin, legal t€hder to an 
unlimited amount. 

Silver dollars, legal tender to 
an unlimited amouiiit. 

Treasury notes of 1890, legal 
tender to an unlimited amount. 

Subsidiary silver (^halves, quar 
ters and dimes) legal- tender- to 
the amount of $20. ' 

Minor coins (nickels and pen-: 
nies) legal tender to the amount 
of twenty-five cents 

United States notes, legal ten- 
der to an unlimited amount, but 
not in payment of duties on im- 
ports or interest on the public 
debt. 

Gold certificates, legal tender 
te ah. uniianled amount. 



Silver certificates, not legal 
tender, but receivable for all pub- 
lic debts. 

National bank notes, not legr.l 
tender, but rcccival:»]c for ad 
public dues, except duties on im- 
; orts. All national banks are re- 
quired by law to receive the 
notes of other national banks at 
par. 

Federal reserve notes, not le- 
gal tciider buv receivable by all 
national and member banks and 
for taxes, customs 'and other 
])u1)]ic dues. 

h^deral reserve bank notes, 
not kgal tender, but receivable 
for ail public dues except duties 
on import^.
